In’ December, 1946, the ration 
waa reduced from 1 catty (16 
taela) per perron per day to 
12.8 tacln. As from Feb, 18, 
1946, it was again reduced to 
6.4 tnela, although supplement- 
ed by a ration of 4.8 tacla of 
flour. As from April 13, while 
the rice ration, remained at 64

The arrival during the week of the ss. Empire 
Tavoy with a cargo of apt coal from Chin- 


wangtao has momentarily relieved the Colony’s 


shortage of bunker coal, which was ‘so acute 


about a fortnight ago that there was a possibi-i sre 
lity of shipping being immobilized in harbour. 


Hong Kong requires about 12,000 tons of bunker 


coal each month to feed local and coastal ship- |. 


ping and other vessels that bring in food and 
essential commodities for the rehabilitation of 


the .Colony. 


With shipping playing such. a 


vital part in our économy, Particularly in re- 

gard to maintaining food supplies, the gravity 
,, of the situation resulting from the. lack of 

bunker coal can well be imagined. 3 


During the period of the Mill- 
tary’ Administration, arrange- 
ments had been made with the 
War Office to secure bunker coal 
from Canada to meet. April and 
May requirements. On arrival, 
however, the coal was found to 
be unsuitable for bunkers, as it 
was largely dust. Tests showed 
that ships were unable to raise 
a suflicient head of steam by 
using: this coal dust, and. expert. 
opinion considered that — this 
would jeopardize the safety of 
shipping in the event of a typ- 
hoon, : . :

Von Papen’s secretary was 
sent to a concentration camp, 
the accused said, but was re- 
leased later and rejoined Von 
Papen's service in Vienna. 

Von Papen ended his six- 
hour cross-examination with an 
outburst at the British prosecu- 
tor, saying: “I see that you, Sir 
David, consider the German na- 
tion as a nation of criminals. 
All I can say is that they are a 
nation of patriots. Until-Munich 
and until the invasion of Poland 
even mijor powers tried to work 
with them,”—Reuter.
